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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL, BOARS 


Again the school year has come to a close; and, agreeably 
to the requirements of law, the School Board make the follow- 
ing annual report of the condition and progress of the schools 
in town during the past year. With two years experience, aid- 
ed by explanations of the intent of the law, as given by the Hon. 
J. W. Patterson, it is hoped that the rough places found in the ~ 
execution of the law in the past, will be made smooth anoth- 
er year. 

The residents of Nos. 5 2nd 17 objected to having their chil-. 
dren transported to No. 6, and agreed with a member of the 
Board (as he understood) to transport them the rest of the 
year free from charge, if we would give them a summer school 
in school district No. 5. It was thought best to stop the school 
at the end of the sixth week, because so few scholars were 
found in attendance. Ut appears that some did not understand 
that they consented to transport their children free of charge, 
and feel that injustice has been done them. 

At Birch Intervale there are five scholars, residents of Sand- 
wich and there are other scholars, residents of Albany. We 
have no school building at Birch Intervale, but we had a sum- 
mer school taught in an Albany dwelling-house, and Albany 
district had a fall term in the same house; which schools, all 
the scholars at Birch Intervale had the privilege of attending. 
The arrangement proved satisfactory. 

Instead of transporting the scholars in the fall in No. 1B to 
No. 8, by agreement we had a suitable path made across at an 
expense of four dollars, and the scholars walked. The fall 
school at Whiteface was shortened on account of sickness 
umong the scholars. Finding that the Weed school-house 
would not be put in order, we caused a few repairs to be made 
on the one in No. 1, so as to give the scholars in that section 
a school. 


pay; 


‘The average daily attendance has been twenty, giving a gain 
of three over last year. The teachers employed, with two ex- 
ceptions, have had previous experience. We have requested 
teachers, whenever opportunity occured, to speak a word not 
only for temperance, but for all other social virtues. We have 
formed classes in Physiology when scholars were suitably ad- 
yanced and had no other studies to interfere. It is not neces- 
sary that scholars should study Physiology, or any other study, 
year after year, but sometime during their town school course 
they must be required to study Physiology. Smith’s Physiolo- 
gy and Hygiene, prepared with special reference to the effect of 
alcoholic drinks, stimulants and narcotics upon the human sys- 
tem has been directed to be used and hereafter no other text 
book on this subject will be recognized for five years at least. 

We have directed the teachers to require written exercises in 
connection with reading, spelling, history and other studies as 
much as possible. Too much attention cannot be given to 
written exercises and to reading ; for the only foundation of a 
good education, is to read understandingly and to write cor- 
rectly. 

The amount of school revenue was over two hundred dollars 
less this year than last; but the amount saved over from last 
year’s reyenue, gave about the same to expend this year as was 
expended last year. In accordance with the State Superinten- 
dent’s interpretation of the Law, we would advise having all 
the schools of equal length next year, reducing the number, 
and paying more for transportation, according to law. 

The above report, together with the statistical table annexed 
and financial account; also regular state statistical school re- 
port we respectfully submit.
